The culvert was sawed on the 
under side, and the engine went down 
with one car. Excitement is intense.

patch.) Four companies of the National 
Guard made a raid on Front street, the 
hard section of the city, and at several 
houses, in the garrets and closets, found 
sixty rifles of various kinds, shotguns and 
several revolvers; also ‘twenty officers’ 
swords, several hundred cartridges, slugs 
from machine shops to be fired from an 
old brass cannon’ stolen last week, and 
also copies of orders for ammunition given 
by members of the committee of the 
A. R. U. It is a very important capture. 

Six prisoners were brought in by the 
regulars, captured near the scene of the 
wreck. The Signal Corps of the National 
Guard, on top of the Capitol, saw these 
parties in the brush and communicated 
with the troops. The place was surrounded 
and the men captured. Dynamite was 
found on them. 

The killed in the wreck are Clarke, the 
engineer, and Privates Clark, Byrne and 
Lubberding of Battery L, Fifth Artillery. 
Privates Duttler, Wilson, Dugan and Ellis 
were badly hurt. The Governor will ar- 
rive at 11 o'clock tonight. 


A BARBARIOUS AFPAIR. 


Sympathizers Turning ning Against the Strikers 
on Account of the Crime. 

SACRAMENTO, July 11.—A correct list 
of the men who were killed in the derail- 
ment of the train two miles and a half be- 
low this city this afternoon, is as follows.

It is believed that Daumler cannot sur- 
vive his wounds. The derailment of the 
train today has resulted in the severe 
condemnation of the strikers. Many of 
their sympathizers’ have deserted them 
since the dastardly work of today, and 
openly declared that they will be against 
them in the future. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock this inorning the 
steamers Alameda and Acme, carrying the 
regular troops, steamed up the river and 
landed at the Y-street levee. They were 
met by several companies of militia, who 
had beep ordered to keep the crowd back, 
fearing an attack by the strikers and their 
sympathizers. Acting under instructions

steamer did not reach here until after day- 
break. In order to prevent any trouble 
the 850 militiamen. who are camped at 
‘Capitol Park, were. stationed on picket 
duty about the waterfront. Shortly after 
7 o’clock the régulars marched toward the 
depot, headed by Col. Graham and staff. 
After them came the Hotchkiss and gatling 
guns, guarded by the foot-battery and 
marines. The cavalry was in the rear. 
As the troops marched up Second street 


| there. was a rush of spectators to the 


depot, but they were quickly dispersed. 
The strikers had abandoned the situation 
and were no where to be seen. 

After the right of the column of the 


march had occupied the depot and placed 


sentries around it, the cavalry came to a 
halt and dismounted. Seven sentries were 
at once detailed to keep the crowd at a 
safe distance from the depot. The gatling 
guns were placed at the east end of the 
depot, near engine No. 1406, the one that 
Marshal Baldwin: tried to send out the 
other day. The sentries proceeded to clear 
a space in front of the depot for about 130 
feet, and the crowd, which was by no 
means a large one, fell back promptly be- 
fore the gleaming bayonets and business- 
like air of the sentries. 

The soldiers did not appear to be in 
anything of a hurry to do anything. . Their 
officers appeared to realize that they .were 
on what might be a battle-ground, and pro- 
posed to meet the issue in scientific mili- 
tary style. After a brief consultation, Col. 
Graham and his staff started on a recon- 
noitering expedition around the shops, the 
yards and the strikers’ headquarters, rid- 
ing at a gentle trot and carefully examin- 
ing the freight cars and other obstructions, 
as well as the topography of the country. 
They did not intend in case of a battle 
to be hemmed in by the enemy or to 
leave any avenue of attack or defense un- 
guarded. . 

Shortly after 9 o’clock General Superin- 
tendent Fillmore reached the depot in a 
hack. He immediately sent for Col. Gra- 
ham, and they were closeted together for 
over an hour. When Col. Graham reap- 
peared he ordered his officers to drive 
every one out of the depot, including news- 
paper reporters. Division Superintendent 
Wright then appeared on the scene and 
proceeded, with the aid of a switch engine, 
to clear the main track. After this had 
been done orders were issued to take the 
Eastern overland, which has been delayed 
here since the inauguration of the strike, 
to San Francisco. Sam Clark, one of the 
oldest engineers in the employ of the com- 
pany, took charge of the engine, and a man 
named Denekemp, a railroad employee, 
acted as fireman: Sam Reynolds was con- 
ductor. Acting under instructions from 
Col. Graham, 


As the train pulled out of the depot 
an ominous silence prevailed. The strikers 
were evidently not in a happy mood and 
frequently hinted that the train would 
not reach San Francisco. Such proved 
to be the truth. Shortly after the train 
had left the depot word was received here 
that it had been fired upon by the strik- 
ers and ditched. It was reported that En-

Many ‘of them 
claim that General Superintendent Fill- 
more assured’ Col. Graham that the road 
had been carefully gone over and further 
declared that he knew that the strikers 
would not resort to any desperate measures 
to win the strike. It was not until he had 
assured Col. Graham of the supposed good 
condition. of the road that the latter con- 
sented to send his men to escort the train 
to San Francisco.

J desire to state in behalf of the Ameri-

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


“SACRAMENTO, July 11 —Shortly after 
| noon a train was made up tor San 
Francisco under cover of a military 
guard, consisting of a _ locomotive, 
five mail and two express, one bag- 
gage car, three day coaches, three Pull- 
man sleepers and one Pullman dining car, 
This was the overland train which laid 
here exactly two weeks tomorrow. The 
guard was composed of Lieut. Skerritt and 
twenty-oné men, Battery L, Fifth Artil- 
lery, six soldiers on the engine and the 
others on the platforms of the cars. As 
the train pulled out the multitude cheered, 
some crowds of strikers jeering and hoot- 
ing. The train got a headway of twelve 
miles an hour, When two and a half 
miles out, just where the tree growth 

and the water overflow begins, the 
train entered on a long trestle. The loco- 
motive went over, bottom up, and landed 
in six feet of water. The next two cars 
piled on top. | 

Engineer Sam B. Clarke, one of the old- 
est men upon the road; Private Clark, 
Private Byrne and Private Lubberding, all 
went under. Their bodies are still under 
the wreck in six feet of water. Private 
Dugan’s arm was caught between the car 
and beam of the trestle and cut clear-off. 
Private Daumler was hurt in the head. 
Private Wilson had his leg lacerated. Pri- 
vate Ellis was internally hurt. Daumler 
and Dugan will die. en 

A hospital for the wounded was estab- 
lished in the depot-room, with marine sur- 
geons and nurses in charge. As soon as 
the news of the wreck was received, Col. 
Graham, at the head of a troop of fifty 
cavalry dashed over the bridge at top 
speed into Yolo, and for hours scoured the 
whole region, and arrested one man in * 
willows near the wreck. 

The wreck was caused by a rail 3 
been taken up, spikes pulled and flsh- plates 
removed. Then the rail had been put 
back again in place. 

At 10 o' clock this forenoon a strike agi- 
tator named S. D. Worden went to a liv- 
ery stable, hired-a-wagon and driver; then | 
went over the bridge, took in five other 
men and drove about a mile along the 
track, where they got out and sent the 
team back. This man was arrested tonight 
by the police on the charge of murder. 
Three others were arrested soon after. A 
troop of cavalry took all of them from the 
City Jail to the County Jail. It is be- 
lieved by officialé that they have got the 
right men.

He has been quite prominent in labor 
circles, and was recently sent as a dele- 
gate to the Chicago convention of railway 
men. 

The Sheriff has also arrested A. G.

A few days ago one of the gro- 
cerymen circulated a petition among the 
store-keepers in which the signers refused 
to extend any credit to the strikers until 
they return to work. As a result the strik- 
ers @hd their followers declared a boycott 
against this man and all who signed the 
petition. This scared those store-keepers 
‘who had not yet signed the petition so 
badly that a number of them sent out the 
report that they would let the strikers have 
all the goods they want on credit. They 
know very well that they will be unable 
to do this, but they took this action to 
placate the mob. Only & few days before 
they had signed a petition condenining the 
action of the strikers. Thereupon the 
strikers sent a committee around to inter- 
view the merchants and give them 4 
chance to back out by making a donation. 
This the storekeepers were only too g 

to do. Some firms which had former 

taken a strong stand against the men, 
and who are known still to be against 
them, subscribed from $100 to $250. This 
reminds one somewhat of the custom 


and mercantile firms pay a regular sub- 
sidy to bandits to insure themselves from 
being molested. The Sacramento store- 
keepers are now kicking themselves and 


they do not get much sympathy from the 
general public.

CLIMBING ON THE FENCE. 


We notice that, in the language of the 
turf, some of our esteemed and amiable 
contemporaries are beginning to “hedge” 
in the booke which they made up on the 
big strike. Already, to use another simile, 
they are getting ready to climb up on the 
fence, so that they may be able to drop 
into a soft epot on the other side when 
the proper time comes. And, yet again, 
they are getting the ropes in order so that 
they may be ready to shorten sail when 
the squall of public indignation breaks 
upon them, as it bound to do before 
long.

SEVEN CABLES IN USE. 


Ten Have Been Abandoned—The Cost of Lay⸗ 


ing and Repair. 

(Exchange:) It is not generally known, 
I believe, that of the seventeen transatlan- 
tic cables laid, only seven are in use,“ 
says J. 8. mpton, a telegraph operator 
of New York. Those who think the tariff 
for cable messages high do not think of 
the immense cost of keeping them in order, 
and of the losses incurred in the giving 
out of cables. If a break occurs it is ne- 
cessary to send a vessel perhaps 1000 or 
1500 miles to take up the parted ends and 
repair them. On land, if a wire is down, 
one man is sent to repair it. To get elec- 
triclans to a. broken cable requires a full 
complement of ship’s officers and crew, 
from captain to cabin boy, in a vessel 
equipped for the purpose and maintained 
at vast expense. Now the ten eables out 
of use are abandoned permanently. They 
are too badly out of fix ‘to be worth get- 
ting in shape again. It is a conservative 
estimate to place the cost ot laying them 
at $3,000, each. There is $30,000,000 of 
dead investment. dec 0 such losses 
legitimately makes a charge on the

.UNITED STATES COURT. 


Judge Ross Further Instracts the Grand 
Jury. 


The courtroom in the Federal building |’ 


Was again taxed to its utmost capacity yes- 
terday morning to accommodate the crowd. 
which assembled to see and hear, if pos- 
sible, what the grand jury had done to- 
ward the enforcement of the edicts of the 
Department of Justice as regards the move- 
ment of all trains. 

The spectators, many of whom were rail- 
road men; were, however, doomed to dis- 
appointment, for immediately upon con- 
vening the District Court Judge Ross or- 


“dered Clerk Owen to call the roll of grand 


jurors, and, after this had been done, ad- 
dress that body as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: One of 
your number has asked for further instruc- 
tions respecting the law bearing upon the 
subject under your investigation. You 
have already been informed. by the court 
that under and by virtue of provisions of’ 
the statutes of the United States all rail- 
roads or parts of railroads which are now 
in operation are post roads, and that 
every railroad company in the United 
States, whose road is operated by steam, is 
authorized to carry upon and over its road, 
boats, bridges and ferries all passengers, 
troops, government supplies, mails, freight 
and property on their way from any State 
to another State, and to connect with roads 
of other States so as to form continuous 
lines for the transportation of the same 
to the place of destination. 

And that à railroad which is a link in 
a through-line of road by passengers 
and freight are carried into a State from 
other States, and from that State to other 
States, is engaged in the business of inter- 
state commerce, and that every combina- 
tion or conspiracy in restraint of such 
trade or commerce is by statute declared to 
be illegal and the persons so combining 
or conspiring are by law guilty of the 
commission of a crime, whether they be 
railroad presidents, managers, superintend- 
ents, conductors, engineers, hrakemen or 
frremen. ‘Commerce with foreign coun- 
tries and among the States, strictly con- 
sidered,’ said the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in the County of Mobile vs. 
Kimball, (102 U.S., 3 ‘consists in in- 
tercourse and traffic, including in these 
terms navigation and the transportation 
and transit of persons and property, as 
well as the purchase, sale and exchange of 
commodities.’ And Mr. Pomeroy, in his 
work on Constitutional Law, sec. 378, re- 
ferring to the signification of the word 
‘commercé,’ says: ‘It includes the fact 
of intercourse and of traffic and the sub- 
ject matter of intercourse and traffic. The 
fact of intercourse and traffic, again, em- 
braces all the means, instruments and 
places by and in which intercourse and 
traffic are carried on; and, further still, 
comprehends the act of carrying them on 
at these places and by and with these 
means. The subject matter of in- 
tercourse or traffic may be either.things, 
goods, chattels, merchandise or persons. 
All these may, therefore, be regulated.’ 

“Congress has passed laws to regulate 
such commerce, thereby requiring carriers 
engaged in such transportation of persons 
and property to transport them in accord- 


lance with and subject to the provisions 


of the act, and has provided, among other 
things, that any common carrier subset 


from | to the provisions of the interstate 
“merce act, or, whenever any such — 


mon carrier is a corporation, any director 


| or officer thereof, or any receiver, trusteé, 


lessee, agent, or person aeting for or 
employed by such corporation, who, alone, 
or with any other corporation, .company, 
person or party, shall wilfully omit or 
fail to do any act, matter, or thing re- 
quired to be done by the act, or shall 


cause or wilfully suffer or permit any act, 
matter, or thing, so directed or required 


by the act to be done, not to be done, or 
shall did or abet such omission or failure, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and punished in a certain prescribed way. 
“In respect to the mails of the United | 
States, it is declared by statute that any - 
person who shall knowingly and wilfully 
obstruct or retard the passage of the mail, 
is guilty of a erime and shall be punished. 
It is further provided by statute of the 
United States that the Posmaster-General 
shall, in all cases, decide upon what trains 
and in what manner the mails shall be 
conveyed, and that officer has, thro a 
his subordinates, designated for the Sout 
ern California Railway Company and the 
Southern Pacific Railway Company in this 
judicial district the regular passenger 
trains of those roads for the carrying of 
the United States mails. Neither of those 
companies is by the law required.to run 
any other trains than regular passenger 
trains for the carrying of the mails, and 


their failure to do so is not a violation 


of any law of the United States. But on 
all of their regular passenger trains, 
whether they be local or through trains, 
they are required to carry the malls, and 
their failure or refusal to do so is unlaw- 


“As respects interstate commerce, rail- 
road companies engaged in such commerce 
should, unless prevented by circumstances 
beyond their control, run their trains in a 
reasonable manner and as often as the 
ordinary business of commerce requires. 
At the same time, as owners of the prop- 
erty, they are legally and justly’ entitled 
to determine how many and what cars 
and engines shall constitute their trains, 
and when the composition of. trains as 
usually and ordinarily made up by them 
ig reasonable and appropriate to the serv- 

required of them, the law does not, 
upon the refusal of their employees to 
move the usual and customary trains, 
require of such companies to divide the 
train and run a less number of cars. 

“The court has further instructed you, 
and again repeats, that any and every per- 
son, whether an employee of a railroad 
company in high or low position, or not 
employed at all, who shall knowingly and 
wilfully obstruct or retard the passage of

THE CITY COUNCIL. . 
The License Ordinance Finally Adopted— 
Changes Made. 

The City Couneil Was to have met in 
adzsürned session at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning, but for nearly an hour after 
that time the most of the city fathers were 
fin the committee-room caucusing on the 
license ordinance. 

A little later the Council convened with 
all the members present except Mr. 
Strohm. 

Superintendent J. H. 8 of the Los 
‘Angeles District Telegraph Company was 
heard in behalf of a petition asking that 
the company’s license be reduced or else 
be entirely removed. The present license 
of $5 per month, the petition said, repre- 
gents a tax of about 1 per cent. per month 
of the company’s gross receipts, © in ad- 


dition to other taxes on the personal prop- 


ty of the company. The average monthly 
messenger receipts are 3491.54. The other 
receipts do not exceed $50 per month. The 
average monthly amount paid for salaries 
4s $431.64, and this leaves a balance of 
$109.90, out of which is paid the various 
taxes and other expenses.

A final ordinance for the grading of 
{Burlington avenue, between Ocean View 
avenue and Maryland street, was adopted 
and then, without taking any action on 
the matter for which the meeting was 
tunderstood to be 2 ane Council took 
u recess till 1 p.m. 

Upon reameentbling soon the time 
get, the ordinance, as revised, was read.

~ ft, one of the members suggested that 


‘tthe ordinance be placed on its passage. 
At this point City Attorney McFarland, 
who was present, stated there were several 
more changes he desired to make in the 
‘wording of the ordinance and a recess 
Was accordingly taken for an hour so as 
to give time for the changes to be made. 
The Council met again soon after 3 
‘o’clock, at which time J. A. Pirtle was 
heard. He asked that the section imposing 
a tax of $5 per month on “every person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the business 
of selling stocks, bonds, State, county, 
city stocks or stocks of incorporated com- 
panies or evidences of indebtedness of 
private persons or incorporated companies 
or otherwise,“ be changed by inserting 
after those words on commission.” 
His company (the Pirtle Real Estate and 
Investment Company,) Mr. Pirtle said, 
owns the securities in which it deals, and 
would, by means of such a change, be re- 
lieved from the tax. The company has de- 
voted its energies to an endeavor to in- 
crease the demand for Western securities, 
and was the first company to pay a prem- 
jum on school bonds, which bonds have 
come to. bring a premium on the market. 
The company is already paying a real 
estate license and it seemed hardly fair it 
should have to pay a license on the busi- 
mess of handling securities when ‘at the 


- game time other parties who do not ad- 


vertise tlie latter kind of business are 
quietly handling considerable amounts of 
securities: on commission, and are not 
paying such license. 

After hearing Mr. Pirtle the Council, 
on motion, struck out the entire section. 
the most of which is quoted above. 

The clerk read the“ ordinance as 
amended. No change was made in the 
section providing that a license of $100 per 
month for producing and selling electric 
light, but when it was redd President Teed 

remarked from the chair that a company 
which pays that amount for a license is en- 
titled to some protection, in that no other 
party ought to be permitted to sell elec- 
tric light without also paying a license. 

The section fixing a license of $5 per 
month for every person conducting a busi- 
mess of bottling soft drinks was stricken 
out. Councilman Nickell remarked inci- 
dentally that if a man took some zanja

and coloring matter with it, made a good 


drink, he ought not to be taxed for his 


enterprise. 

Councilman Rhodes introduced a para- 
graph for insertion in the ordinance. The 
paragraph was stated to have been drawn 
by the City. Attorney, and provided for 
the appointment of a license inspector at 


u salary of blank dollars per month, he 


to serve under direction of the City Clerk. 

Councilman Nickell stated he believed 
that the enactment of the ordinance as 
amended, wich the merchants’ license 
stricken ‘out, would very much lessen the 
work of the license collectors. He, there- 
fore, thought it poor policy to at the same 
time take action which would cause an in- 
crease in the enditure of enforcing the 
ordinanée. 

Councitmam Rhodes defended the pro- 
posed measure, saying it would undoubt- | 
edly result in a large gain to the city by 
the inspector finding out those doing busi- 
hess and not paying a license. 

The ordinance was, however, placed on 
its passage, and was adopted by a vote of 
all the members present except Mr. Ca p- 
bell, who voted against it. In explaining 
his vote Councilman Campbell said he is 
himself conducting a business for. which he 

n paying a merchandise license. He 

did not believe it right for him to vote to 

take the license off from his own business 

and at the same time vote to leave it on 
other kinds of business. 

The portion of the ordinance fixing the 
rates for the various licenses, as reported 
to the Council by the Finance Committee, 
Was published in full in yesterday's Times. 
The changes made in the ordinance before 
its adoption were as follows: In each case 
where a business for which a license is to 
be paid is mentioned the wording is 
changed so as to state that the person con-

THE FIRE ALARM. 


—— 
‘The New Apparatus is Now An 


— 


A Complete Piece ot Work, Which Witt vies 
Increase the Efficiency 

‘of the System—Detailed 
Description. | 


* 


The new fire alarm apparatus purchased 
by the eity some time ago has all been 
placed in positipn. It was officially in- 
spected by members of the Fife Com- 
mission yesterday, and they have con- 
sented to have it cut in” to the regular 
‘circuits. The work of connecting will 
probably be begun this morning, and will 
require but a short time. 

The new apparatus, for the most part, 
consists of an eight-circuit Gamewell re- 
peater, ten-circuit switchboard and other 
smaller instruments in the way of gal- 
vanometers, keys, etc., besides a number 
of new non-interfering succession fire 
alarm boxes, having what ate as 
rubber contact points. 

The repeater is a beautiful ptbbe of ma- 
chinery, and, covered by a large plate 
glass case, stands on the top of the City 
Electrician’s desk in the room occupied 
by the Chief Engineer of the fire depart- 
ment. The desk was made especially for 
the purpose, and is a strong. one. 

It will be understood that in the fire 


that causes the City Hall bell to ring, and 
not the closing of the break, although, of 
course, the break must be closed before an- 
other break can effect the ringing of the 
City Hall bell. 

In each fire alarm box there is u clock- 
work which is wound up the same as an 
ordinary clock. This is run, however, 
only when an alarm is turned. in, the 
running of the clockwork causes the cir- 
cuit, which extends to that box, to be in- 
terrupted and restored a certain number 
of times according to the number of ‘taps 
which the box is designed to strike.“ 


which, if an attempt be made te turn in 
an alarm from it while another box on the 
same circuit is sending in an alarm, «will 
not interfere with the taps’ sent in by 
the other box. By a succession box is 
meant one which if turned in the same 
way will wait till.the other has finished 
sending in, and then send in its own num- 
ber properly without being again pushed. 

Each box is arranged so that the closing 
of its outside door will cause a short cir- 
cuit, and thé current will not ‘ordinarily 
travel through the lines within the box. 
Besides the clockwork arrangement neces- 
sary for sending in an alarm, each box is 
provided with a small bell which rings at 
each break of the circuit, and a button, 
by «means of which any desired number of 
taps may be caused, as, in casé the Chief 
on arrival at a fire finds it a. big one, he 
may send in a general alarm. 

Each of the circuits on which: ‘fre alarm 
boxes are placed runs to a point on Broad- 
way, near the north front of the City Hall, 
and from there through an ‘underground 
conduit to the battery jars ‘in the City 
Hall basement. Passing through the nec- 
essary number of jars to make the current 
work well, the circuit is continued through 
a cable of insulated copper, wires running 
through a. large-sized rubber hose to the 

repeater and 


room above, in which is the 


switchboard. 
On the repeater are eight sets of mag- 
nets and armatures, all in a row, and each 
connec With one of the eight circuits 
running to the fire-alarm boxes. Ordi- 
narily the current of electricity passing 
over each circuit causes the set of mag- 
nets on thé repeater to attra@t their 
armature. When, however, there is a 
break on any ‘of the circuits, the magnets 
for the broken circuit cease to attract 
their armature, and a small spring causes 
it to fly back in such a manner as to act 
automatically on the strong clockwork of 
the repeater. 

The clockwork, by a mechanical ar- 
rangement, th all of the other seven 
circuits out of cirtult, and causes them to 
remain out for a period of twenty-five 
seconds, unless another tap has come in 
the meantime. | 

Within the City Blectrician’s desk is a 


printer, which is connected with the cir- 


cuit running to the City Hall bell, and 
which records each tap on that bell. Be- 
side the repeater are small telegraph keys 
connected with each of the circuits. 

A few feet from the desk on which 


stands the repeater’ is the switchboard, 


inclosed in a neat glass By means 
of a comparatively simple set of switch- 
ing keys any combination of circuits that 
may be desired can be made. In case of 
a break in any circuit caused by a broken 
wire or otherwise, the line on each of the 
two sides of the break, can, by means of 


earth so as to ascertain with a degree of 


attached to the case, in which is the 
switchboard, the location of the broken 
ends of wire can in 1 e cases be ap- 
proximated. 

In the lower part of the same case are 
neatly stretched the insulated wires, run- 
ning to the switchboard and galvanome- 
ters above. Beside these is a piece of 
‘wood, to which is attached the fuses. Each 
circuit runs through one of the fuses, and, 
should it become connected with a live“

This will make each of the circuits shorter 
and there will not be so Many boxes tem- 
porarily rendered useless by a broken 
wire.
